ſo great honour & ritches.T hoſe things one- 


ly haue, vvhich I did eatc:Yea wohat gree- 
dye luſt bath deuoured, I holde in poſſeſſion: 
But all my golde , magnificient buyldinges, 
landes,ruches and honour left behinde mee 
remayne for other. Loe 1 am an example 
and vviſe leſſon for all mortall creatures to 
conſider. It greeued this Epicure that hee 
coulde not eate all the vvorld vvhile he lined: 


Alſo Philetus & Hymineus ſaide, it hould 


be SÞiritual. Some heahten hathbeleeued the 
ſoule onelye shoulde remayne for euer vvith 
the Gods. And other thought the ſoule :hould 
ſuruiue the body, and yet could not tell vvhat 
ghoulde become of it, as Alus Adrianus 
the Emperour,vvho deſperatly cryed in his

Other thought that ſoule and body did periah 
ſogether, and alſo thoulde riſe 2 in the 
laſt day of vvhõ Euſebius, ſaith, Exorti ſunt 
autem alij quidam tum temporis in Ara- 
bia. &c. At that time there I prong vp an o- 
ther ſecte in Arabia, vvhich belde an opinid 
contrary to the truth, vvhich ſayd that ſoules 
periched together vvith the bodies , and alſo 
shaulde riſe vvith the bodies in the la#t daye. 
Other affirmed that mens bodies should riſe, 
but not the ſelf ſame bodies nor the ſame flech. 
All vuhiche falſe opinions contraye to them 
ſelues,and repugriante to the Chriftian faith, 
as your worrhip heareth them dayly cofuted 
by aucthoritie of ſcriptures and examples in 
the ſame : ſo here you hall ſee the ſame ouer- 
throvven by force of reaſon: and wohere ſome 
graunt God to he able, and yet doubt of bis 
Þvill, Athenagoras +hevveth that the om- 
nipotencie, 1 uſtice, vviſedome and vv of 


God are ſo linked together by an immolable 


* accree concerning this matter, that the Fpi- 


cures may aſvvel deny that there is a Cod, as 
2 the reſurre ſtion of the dead, and laſte 
udgemet.

ted of this matter, as the tranſmutaciõ of one 
ſubfaunce into an other by digeſtion ( for ſo 
phiſitions define digeſtion )namely of mens bo- 
dies deucured of beaFtes and birdes , and the 
ſame beaſtes and birdes deuoured by men. &c. 
And (7 conclude an impoſſibilitie that men 
mould riſe againe vvith their ovune bodies. 
T he aucthor doth phiſically make avvaye to 
loo ſe or vnbnit thoſe doubts by theſe reaſons, 
that all ſuch meate 43 man and bea#t eateth, 
it not tourned into the ſubſtance of the eater, 
but onely that part vvhich is truely naturall 
for ſubſtanciall foode by order of creation or 
of nature. And that ſeeing the creator vuas 
able and did łnovv howy to compoſe bodies of 
ſundry ſeuered ſubtances he alſo is able and 
could not be ignoraunt hot ve to conſerue the 
integritie of the nature & ſubſtances compo- 
ſed, though they might be diſſolued and ſcat- 
tered into hovv many ſo euer thouſand parts 
or places, Againſt the heathen he affirmeth 
that wuho ſo ever hath receaued the lavve, 
muſt be iuſtiſied or condempned , but it vvas 
not the ſoule onely , but ſonle and body, ther- 
fore ſoule and body muſt be iuſtiſied or con- 
demned,vuhich cã not be vnleſſe the body riſe, 
ergo the dead muſt needes riſe againe. And 
further as it it abſurde to attribute the affec - 
tions of the body to the ſeule,ſo is it an vniuſt 
thing

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thing to ſaye the ſoule shalbe inſtified or cons 
dempned : but it is abſurde to ſaye the ſoule 
154 theefe , a hooremonger, or murtherer,for 
that vvay the ſoule offendeth by the inſtru- 
mentes of the bodie , and therefore ſoule and 
bodie muſt needes come to mdgement,vohich 
cannot be vnleſſe the dead riſe, and therefore 
the dead muſt needes riſe again. And though 
:t may be ſaide theſe be but arguments — 
ble and not neceſſaryly Nrong of them ſelues, 


to confirme or ſiablia the truthryet are they 


of ſufficient force to shake doubtes and incre- 
dulitie in peeces , vvhich is the auctors pur- 
poſe in thit treatiſe, and therefore I referre 
your vvorship to his argumentes , you shall 
finde him hard, & no maruaile, for he vvrote 
in Greeke,vohich tongue muche abhorreth 
our com mõ phraſe.

As ther- 
fozenot cuery thing, which is cõcoc t hath 
(affered the firſt alteration, is wholly ioy⸗ 
ned with that, which nourtſheth the hody, 
feeing that ſome thinges thereof be, as it 
were, expelled ofthe nouriſhing power 
e faculty of man, by the belly other ſoms 
alter the fetonde chaunge, and alteration 
in the liuer, are anopded and ſeuerrd vn⸗ 
ta other thinges. which do exctede p power 
ofnouriſhing , + the very cdaunge it ſelfe; 
Which is in the liuer, doth not wholly nous 
riſhe , but ſtrapneth ſome ok it vnto accu⸗ 
ſtamch ſuperfluities: ſo in like maner ths 
liner doth ſometime conuert that, which 
if did reteyne to nouriſhe the partes of the 
hodie with all, into ſome other thing ag» 
coading to the nature ot that ,/whiche bea⸗ 
rcth greateſt ſway,and doth moſt abouud, 
which is accuſtomed either to deſbrop that 
which iu next vato'it;02 elle to cdaunge it 
into bis owne nature.

therwith,and ſeeing that in the meate of 
creatures there be thze maners of puri⸗ 
fpinges j and auoydinges therof,it is res 
quiſite that, that meate periſhe wholly, 
92 be ſent whether it is accuſtomed . oz 
be chaunged into ſome other thing,what 
ſoener is not touenable foz the nouriſh⸗ 
ment, fade of any creature, as a thing, 
which can not be mingled, and contem⸗ 
pered ther with, and the fozce of the nou- 
riſhment ofthe creature muſt naturally 
agree, and deſeende thaongh naturall (as 
map terme them) ũeues 4 ſarches, and 
eing thzoughlye purged by theſe natu⸗ 
rall cleanſinges be made maſt pure, that 
it maye be adiayned to the body, the whi⸗ 
che only ( if you vſe the termes of things 
a right)you mape call nouriſhmente, as 
not agreeable , but hurtful to the confits 
tytion of the creature to be nouriſhed, g 
bath alſo ſhaken of that great infarced,

trary to nature, doth periſh-by and by, it᷑ 
partes 


it be mingled with the frongeſt 
ok the body, oz doth deſtrop by lifte + litle 
the ſtrength ofthe body, which it ouert b⸗ 
meth, and deth turne it into naughty, and 
venemous iuyſe, as a thing whiche bzin⸗ 
geth nothing agrerable and hole ſouie fo 
nouriſhe the body withall. 

Aud the greateſt argumente of this 
thing is, becauſe that either aricfe , oz 
daungers, oz death doth thervpd inuade 
bodies, it with an eger appetit they [wal⸗ 
lowe with their meate lome popſon, oz 
other thing, whieh is cõtrary to their na⸗ 
ture, whiche without peraduenture bzin⸗ 
geth deſtruction to the whole bodye. Foz 
truclye thoſe thinges, which are nouri⸗ 
ſhed, are nouriſhed with thoſe thinges, 
where with they bee acquatnted and bee 
naturall, but are deſtroyed with thole 
thinges, which be repagnant to their my

enough that nothing which is againſt na- 
true, can he vaited to thoſe creatures, to 
whom that meat is not both naturall. a 
agreable: but that cither it is caſt downs 
rawe,and cozrupt thzoughthe belly, be⸗ 
foze it be chaũged into ſome other ioyce, 
92 if it dec longe contioue in the mem⸗ 
bers it doeth bzerde ſome fault , oz dis 
ſeaſe harde to be cured,cozrupting either 
the natural nouriſhmt̃t, oz elſe the ſeſh, 
which hath nede of nouriſhment. 

And il it ve dꝛiuen awaye with medi⸗ 
tines, oʒ ouertome with better dyet, os 
naturall ſtrength, yet it wiluet departs 
out of the body without ſome ſmal hurt, 
as bzingingnothing auaylablc fo: lache 
of abthtic'to growe, to be joxned ta- 
gether with it- 

To be ſhoꝛt if anpe man graunt nou⸗ 
riſhment to be ſubminiſtred therby;and 
ande there withall that it is vſuall , al- 
though in derde it be tontrary to nature, 
that it be dige ed, and c r

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-thing that is moylte,o2 dzye , 0zhoke , 0} 
coulde, pet although theſe thinges bes 
graunted , it ſhall not folowe, that any 
fartherance commeth thereby tu the bo⸗ 
dies of thoſe which riſe againe, that they 
get therby a fuller number ol members. 
feing that it is neither a part of the bo⸗ 
dope, noz yeldeth the likeneCe,02 ſterde of 
any parte of the bodpe , no2 vet doth con» 
tinue ſtill with the members nduriſhey, 
oꝛ it it do riſe againe together with the 
1 members ryſing againe, it doeth p2ofite 
| nothing tothe ve of lite, whether it be 
blod,flicame,choter , 02 ſpirite. Foz then 
the bodics, whiche were nouriſhed ſhall 
not now haus neede of chat, which ſome- 
time they needed, when hunger, and coz» 
{ ruption being palt , theneceſitye of ta- 
ding nouriſhment ſhalbe taken awaye. 
Ko any man imagine, that ſuche 
trunſnietation of meate doeth extende 
te ſelke to theereation of ieſhe', pet not- 
' wich&anding neceſſitpe Mall not come 
pell , that this ficſhe beingnewlye crea⸗ 
tedofnourtfhment , when it commeth 
to the bodp of an other, muſt retourne 
again to abſolue þ perfection of the fo3- 
mer body, as a toof it tbecanfe g tbe 
Velhe which hath receyued this nouriſh⸗ 

men 
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ment rom ſome other body neither dofh 
ute pe it ang, noz that whiche commeth 
rd another; doth long ab yde there why⸗ 
ther it commeth,but to the contrary ſuf- 
fereth a great alteratib. when ſom etime 
it vaniſheth away by grieke, ſometime 
it pineth awaye by care, ſozowe , labour; 
and ſickeneſſe, and ſometime bp reaſon 
of the vatemyeratneſſe of heat and colds, 
the humours do not chaũge themſelues 
into fieſh and fatneſſe, ſo that the hodpes 
which haue recepued theſe meats, do cs 
finue fill the ſame that they are. 
Seeing that ſuch thinges happen in the 
affections of the fleſhe, you mape muche 
moze eaſily percepne p ſame in the fleſhe 
whiche is nouriſhed Wwyth impꝛoper 
meats,ſ&ing ̊ i ſomtime increaſeth to 
a huge bigneſſe , and coucrethit with fat 
by reaſon of the meates, which are taken 
and agayne caſteth it awaye by ſome. 
meanes , t is diminiſhed either fo2 ſome 
one, oꝛ foz manye of thoſe cauſes whiche 
wee haue befo2crehearſed , ſo that that 
fleſh only remapneth, which hath ftregth 
to binde, to thickt᷑ and to cheriſh, namcix 
ſuche as is choſen of nature, and is like 
and agreeable to thoſe meats, wherwith 
accozding to nature, nature fur niſheth

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Athenagoras of the 
lie, and ſuſteyneth the tabouts ol life. 
But neither , as the right is,whether 
thoſe thinges whiche we haue ſpoken of 
be cleanſed awap, oz whether they be re⸗ 
tepued, can that ber pꝛaued to be true, 
which is odieded by theſe men, neither 
can mens bodies be mingled g coupled 
with bodyes of the ſame kinde, whether 
in eating they be beguyled by ſome mas 
guyle, ſo that they feele not þ taſte ther⸗ 
ok, oʒ elſe voluntarplp foz hunger, 02 by 
reaſon of madneſſe do pollute thiſelues 
with denouring bodpes of their owns 
kinde, vnlefſe peraduenture wee: knowe 
not that there be ſome beaſtes indued 
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diuerſe natures, ſo that they conſiſt part⸗ 
lpe ot᷑ men, partly ot᷑ beaſtes, ſuch as the 
bouldeſt of the Poets art wont to fapne. 
But what ſhall I ſaye of thoſe bodpes 
which arc geuen to no liuing creature to 
deuoure, and which onelp foz the woz⸗ 
thineſſe ok their nature haue ohtayned 
the honour ol buriall, ſering that the mas 
ker of all things hath aſſigned to no creas 
ture any bodye ef like fozme ſoꝛ meate. 
although acco2ping.to nature they are 
fe dde with bodies of diuerſe fozme, 

At ſo be that, they can declare, that tbe 
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Reſur of the deade. 
lleſh ol men is geuen lo men fo2 meafe 
by the 0zdinaunce of nature, what im pe⸗ 
dime at ſhall there be, why there ſhoulde 
not ve mutuall ſlaugbters of vs commit- 
ted as is accuſtomed to be done in things 
graunted by nature. 
' Andtruely,let them, which dare ſave 
thus, rauenoully denoure the bodpes of 
their deareft friendes as moſte deyntye 
meate,that they may cate yon, whole 
they loued beſt, 
But if this be vngodly, and an bapnous, 
and abominable otfence to be ſpoken , x 
to bee deteſted aboue all other wicked 
meates and miſchieuouſe actes, ſoꝛ man 
to deuoure the limmes of men, t againe 
il it be true, that that whiche is againſt 
nature, is not receiued of the hungry me- 
bers, and that which is not recepued fo2 
meate, cannot growe together with thoſe 
bodpes, foʒ whiche it is not meate na tu⸗ 
rallp: it cannot be Þ mens bodies at any 
time ſhould be cofounded with other bo⸗ 
dies of the ſame kinde, into who contra⸗ 
rye to nature they are thꝛuſl fo: meate , 
although they be ſtuffed into their belies 
by reaſon of ſome grenous calamitie. 
Fo2 flying backe and refuſing nutri⸗ 
five latultpe, and being caſt thither, from 
D whence 
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Athenagoras of the 
. whece they had their firſt beginning, are 
jopned to their firſt groũdes foz a time. 
yet being ſeucred frb thence by the wi-

But Gov neither created man bnad- 
niſedly,ſ&inghe is wiſe. ( Foz a wiſs 
man doth no thing vnaduiſedlye) neither 
koʒ his owne vſe 4 neceſſity (fo2 be hath 
nede ol nothing) that whichbath need of 
nothing, doth not deſire pꝛofſte of thoſs 
thinges which he createth)neither dyd he 
make man fo the pzofite of any other of 
his wozkes, foz nothing amongſt thoſe 
thinges , which are endued with reaſon 
and iudgement, whether it be great oz 
ſmall,is created oʒ ſhalbe created fo2 the 
vle of any other thing. Foz ſuche thinges 
are created only fog they; owne life and 
Reither hath reaſon found ont any o⸗ 
ther end, why men were created, ſ@ing 
khat they were oꝛdeyned to be immoztall 
without þ nede of any thing , ſering that 
they require no helpe of men fo; the ſafe- 
garde or their life, ( ſeeing that all 8 
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be ſnbiece, and all thinges elſe do min{- 
ſter commoditie tomen , foz whoſe vſe 
they were made, | 

But beaſtes haue no bſe of men: foz 
it,noz was it at any time laws 
full to e g creature, which is chiefe 
t ruler ofall , fo2 the vſe of other thinges 
whiche are vnder him, z to bzing that 
which is endued with reaſon, vnder the 
poke of thoſe thinges , which be without 
reaſon and vnfit to rule. 
Wherfoze, if man were created neither 
without cauſe, noz bnaduiſedly, noz to 
no end,(foz there is nothingamongſt the 
wozkes of God done vnaduiſedly, if we 
conſider the meaning and intention of 
God)noz vet fo; the p2ofite of p creatoz, 
no: fo: the tommoditie of other thinges, 
whiche the creatour made, it is manifeſt 
enough that if we loke vpon the firſt and 
vniuerſall canſe,GDD created man foz 
bimſelfe, and his owne godneflc « wiſe⸗ 
dome, whiche you may eaſily pertepue 
in all thinges created: but if you ſearche 
out the next cauſe,and that which agreth 
with men being created, you ſhall finde 
that man was boꝛne fo this ende, that de 
Qoalde liue. 

n fchalie tht ſhould cone 
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periſh fo; 

Foz God(Jthinke)bath denen luch a 
like to beaſtes that crepe, and to birdes, 
and to fiſhes: but to them which beare 
about them his owne lmage, and there 
withal haue a minds which is the finder 
out of things, and are adozned with the | 
giftes of reaſon, he hath aſſigned a perpe⸗ | 
tuall continuaunce , that by knowing | 
their creatoz, and following bis power | 
and wiſedome by lawes and iuſtice, 

| 


they might with thoſe vertues happyly 
continue euerlaſtingly, with which they 
eſtabliſhed their fozmer lite, when they 
yet liued in their earthly, and cozrupti- i 
ble bodies. Y N 
Foz ſuch thinges as are treated foz 
the behafe ofather thinges, when thoſe 
thinges, foz whoſe ve they were ozdey- 
ned do periſh,do not without cauſe pe- 
riſhe alſo, and can not remaynefoz any 
purpoſe,becauſe ther is no place amõgit 


thinges created of Gov,foz vaine idle- 
neſſe. 


But thoſe thinges which were foz 
this end created, that they ſhould be and 
continue (the cauſe being ioyned and in ⸗ 


tangled with their nature, ſeeing the 
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catiſedoth onely exacte and require, ſhat 
they ſhould bee) it is not poſſible that 
they ſhould at au time ſuffer ſuch vio⸗ 
| lence , wherby they ſhould vtterly bee hs: 
boltſhed. 
- - Furthermoze, ſceing that this tauſe 
(s vnder ſtode by a perpetuall kinde of 

being, and doth conſiſt in this poynt, it is 
neceſſary that that creature do remaine 
in ſafetie,which was thus created, and 
do and ſuffer thoſe thinges which bee a⸗ 
greable to the nature thereof, both 
the partes whercof it corfilteth, doing 
that which in them lyeth, ſo that the- 
minde doth continue and remaine inua⸗ 
riable in the nature whertn it was trea⸗ 
ted. Fozit was ther foꝛe created, to bays 
yt dell the affectios ofthe body, e tocfemes 
with ſemely judgement , and meaſure;! 
with vpꝛight meaſures whatſoeuer be⸗ 

falleth : But the body was oz depned to 

this ende, that it ſhould incline it ſeltt to 
ſuche thinges, as be natural, receyue 
thoſe alteratids, which are attributed to 
it by nature, and that amongeſt other 
thaũges, which dappen vnto it, cither in 
age, oz beautte,o2 bigneſſe, it ſhould ads 
mit the reſurrection.

the alteration into a better thing, which

We are as ſur? of theſe things as we 
are of them , which haue already happe- 
ned, and conſidering our owne nature; 
wee do not beare impacientlye this cur 
ntedy, and cozruptible life, as agreeable 
to this pzeſent wozld, and we conſtantly 
bope fo2 Cternitie of life, rydde of all 
toꝛruption, whiche wee do not grounds 
vpon the in uentions of inen,feezing our 
ſelues with a vayne hope, but we beleus 
an vnkayned and ſufficient witneſſe(nas 
melpe the reaſon and ozdinaunte of ths 
treatour) acto:ding to the which, he hath 
framed man of a ſouls intmoztall , and 
a body, which alſo he hath endued with 
reaſon and equitye,geuen by nature to 
conſerue, ans kepe his giftes, and thoſe 
things, which be agreable to a diſcrete 
life , anda minde endued withreaſon, 
Whereby we knowe well enough, 
that Gad would not haue oꝛdepned ſuch 
a creature , noz furniſhed it with all 
thinges neceſlarpe fo2 perpetuall conti⸗ 
nnance,ifhe would not haue it continue, 
which be had in ſuch ſozte created. 45 
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 UWherefoze,if che maker of the wozlb 
created ma,that he ſhould vſe wiſedome 
in all his doinges , and that being made 
a beholder of his magnificence , and 
wiſedome , whiche he declared in eue⸗ 
rye place:with the cotemplation oftheſs 
thinges ſhould continue, and that accozs 
ding to his purpoſe,and will, and the na- 
ture, which he ingendered in them, truly 
the cauſe ofthe creation doth confirme, 
and make credible an endiefſe continu⸗ 
aunce, and this continuance a reſurrec⸗ 
tion. without the which man cannot cons 
tinue. 

It is manifeſt therfoze by thoſe things 

which have been ſpoken, namely by the 
cauſe of the beginning, and the will of 
the creatour , that the reſurrecion1s cõ⸗ 
firmed, 
Seeing that therfo:e the cauſe is ſuch, 
why man was b2ought into the wozld, 
it ſhalbe now expedient to conſider thoſg 
thinges which by naturall ozder, do fol- 
iowe the fozmicr reaſons, 

Fo: if we weigh, and conſider this bus 
ſincſfe, the nature of men created doth 
followe the canſe of their creation, and 
the iuſte iudgemente of the creatonr 


vpon them ,, doth followe the nature of 
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men created, and after all theſe, follo⸗ 
weth the end, why they line; | 
Seeing that therefoze thoſe thinges, 
which go befoze be playnly declared,the 
nature of men muſt be hereafter decla- 
red,and that either by truc opinions, 02 
by 1 what ſozte ſoeuer they 
e of, 

That demonſtration doth get a credite 
not inconſtant to thoſe thinges whiche 
are ſpoken , whiche hath his beginning 
not from ſome thing,o2 place , which is 
without the matter, oz doth ariſc of the 
apinions, oꝛ decrees of others: but doth 
ariſe of common vnderſtanding, os ts 
gathered by the conſequence of thoſe 
- mp which be laſt,to them which be 


© Foz that. is either of the firſt decrees, 


oz of thoſe thinges, which only by war- 
ning, do ſtirre vp,and as it were, rayſc 
aut ot᷑ ſleepe naturall vnderſtanding o2 
of thoſe thinges, which naturally in fel⸗ 
lowſhip do cleaue vnto the firſt decrees, 
and be of naturall conſequence, 

And it behwueth him; which declareth 
this ozder , to make playne , what doth 
follow conſequently the firſt, oꝛ the laſt, 
in derde TRE not negligetly handle 
* F . er 
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either the trueth, oz ſome aſſertion pꝛo⸗ 
eerding krom the trueth, neither conteũd 
thoſe thinges whiche be repugnant in 
nature, oꝛ pcruert the naturall oꝛder of 
thinges, 

Wherfoze, tbinke if erpedionte foz 
themwhich take paine in this argumet, 
and do dg{tre wiſely to determine, whe - 
ther ther be any reſurrectio of mens bo⸗ 
dies, fixfi to conſider the koꝛce of thoſe 
thinges , whiche do make this demon⸗ 
ſtratton, the partes being compared to⸗ 
gether, and what place euerp thing doth 
obtaine, and what difference is between 
theſe thinges, and the firſt, ſeconde, and 
thirde, and laſt of all what doeth conſt ſts 
in the laſt place, Jn placing of theſe 
thinges in oꝛder, it behoucth that ths 
cauſe be declared why man was created 
that is to ſap, the minde and purpoſe of 
d creato2,foz the which he toke in hande 
to create man. Afterwarde, the nafure 
of man (which in oꝛder obteyneth the ſe⸗ 
conde place) muſte bee fitlye placed and 
applyed,partly becauſe we cannot indge 
of both at ance, partlye becauſe they bee 
both together, 4 do bzing the ſame furs 
kheraiice fo this pzeſent purpoſe : partly 
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pzincipall,and dꝛawing their beginning 
from the wozkemanſhip cf God, the res 
ſurrection is playnly declared: notwith⸗ 

| ffanvding bythe rule of wiſedome alſo a 
man mape gather the certentye of this 
thing. 

Jſay the rule of wiſedome doth con- 
ſiſte in this, that rewardes, and puniſh⸗ 
mentes accozding to iuſt iudgemtt, may 

be beſfawed vpon euerp man, accoꝛding 
to his deſertes, and that the end ol them 
do aunſ were to they? life. 

Foz many which haue taken in hande 
to diſpute of the reſurrection, did aſſay to 
bꝛing all their buſineſſe to eſfedte, onelp 
foʒ that which is thirde, thinking y cauſe 
ofthe reſurrection of men to be only foz 
tudgement. | 

But that is manifeſtly p2oued. falſe, 
becauſe that all men riſc againe, pet all 
that riſe againe are not iudged. 

Fo? ifonly the iuſtice of iudgemente 
| be the cauſe ofthe reſurrectionat ſhould 
neceſſarylye followe , that they,whiche 
baue not at all offended, oꝛ haue commit- 
ted notable aces in their lines,ſhould be 
exempt from the reſurrection , and they 
alſo, which in the beginning of their age. 


do ende their life, which they themlelues 
197 "203 | ad 
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alſo thinke ſufficient , that the reſurret⸗ 
tion be not foz iudgement, accoꝛding to 
the pꝛincipall cauſe, but accoꝛding to the 
determination, and appointment of the 
creatour, and the nature of that, which is 
created. 
But ſeeing that the onely cauſe of the 
creation ot man doth ſuffice, if it be well 
wo loked vpon, to confirme the reſurrectis, 
14 which by tbe naturall gupding of reaſon 
doth followe the bodies being diſfolued, 
pet peraduenture it ſhalbe reaſon to 
omit nothing ofthoſe,which we haue ap⸗ 
pointed, and to declare in couenient oz⸗ 
der the power x efficaſie of the cauſes, 
then afterwarde of thoſe thinges that 
followe,foz the behofe of ſuch men, as 
cannot percepue thoſe thinges by their 
owne wit, and amongſt other things to 
ſctſwzth the nature of men created, whi⸗ 
che doth leade vs to the knowledge ofthe 
ſame matter, and doth b2&de as great 
credite to the reſurrection, 
Fo2 if the whole nature of man voth 
conſiſt of an immoꝛtal ſoule, and a body 
made fit accoꝛding to his creation, and 
if God haue attributed neither to p ſoule 
by it ſelfe,noz to the bodye alone, ſuche 


a beginning ozlife,but vnto perfit men, 
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which are made of both theſe parts, that 
whileſt they line, vſing the ſame partes, 
of the which they recepued their begin⸗ 
ning. and life, they mighte come to the 
ſame common ende, and rewarde, if is 
necefſarpe,ſ&ing one creature is made 
of both theſe partes, whiche is endued 
with all the affections both of the minde 
and bodye, which doth, and exerciſeth all 
thinges, that requpꝛe the iudgement ets 
ther of the ſenſes oz of reaſon, that the 
whole courſe oftheſe things be referred 
fo ſome ende, that all thinges, and in all 
pointes, both the beginning of man, and 
the nature of man, and the life of man, 
and what ſoeuer he doth, oz ſuffereth , x 
the ende agreeing to his nature, do run | 
fogether foone conſente , and mutuall 4 
combination, 

But if there be one tonſent, oꝛ harmo⸗ 
nie of euer liuing creature, and a mu⸗ 
tual paſſion, and participation of affecti- 
ons, both of thoſe which haue thepz be⸗ 
ginning from the minde,as alſo of thoſe 
which pzocede from the body it is neceſ- 
ſary thatin all theſe, there remaine ons 
onde, and one rewarde, but there ſhalbe 
one ende in dede, when the ſame crea⸗ 


ture ſhall conſiſt of both bis mts * 
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the ſhall happen foz the endes ſake 2 but 
the lame creature ſhall perfitly conſiſt, 
when tyole thinges ſhalbe pꝛeſent with 
it, and thoſe partes reſtozed to it, by the 
which his perſitneſſe is abſolued. 

But the renuing of the ſame men, doth 


declare that the reſurrection of dead bo⸗ 


dies doth neceſſarplp followe , whether 
the (elie ſame partes can not bee natus 
rally iopned together, oz the ſame men 
reſtoꝛed, oꝛ returnc again to their owne 
nature. | | 

Ik therefoze,minde and reaſon be ge 
uen to men, to the ende that thep ſhoulde 
iudge, not onelp ok intelligible, ſub ſtan⸗ 
ces but of the wiſedome, iuſtice, $ god⸗ 
nelle of him, that gaue theſe thinges : 16 
ts neceſſary that if thoſe things remapne 
foꝛ whoſe ſake this reaſonable tudgemet 
was geuen, reaſonable tudgemet ſhould 
alſo remayne, whiche was geuen to di- 
ſcerne thoſe thinges. 

But it is impoſſible Þ this iudgement 
ſhould cõtinue, vnleſſe that the nature do 
eke continue, which kepeth cheriſheth 
if, in the ſeate 4 reſting place therok:but 
man is he, which recepueth wit & rea- 
ſon into him, and not the ſoule by it ſelfe, 


therſoz8 it muſt nodes be, that man cons 
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fiſting of both partes, do continue fo: 
euer. But it is impoſſible foꝛ him to cons 
tinue foz euer, vnleſle he riſe agapne. 
Foz vnleſſe a reſurrection be a meane, 
man in no caſe can endure. And if the 
nature ot man can not endure, the ſoule 
was in vayne mingled with the needi- 

nelle of the body x the accidents , and af- 
keections therok. 

The bodye alſo is in vapne vnto the 
ſoule, geuing place to the regiment ther⸗ 
ok, and is b2idled by it to the ende it may 
obtaine p thing, which it deſtreth. And in 
vaine is minde, in vapne wiſedome, in | 
baine the obſeruation of iuſtice, and ers F . 
erciſe of vertue among men, and the aps 15 
pointing, and diſpoſing of lawes, is to * 
no purpoſe. And to be ſhozf,what ſoeuer 13 
is commendable in men, t by mens pꝛo⸗ | 
curement,ts in vapnc. Nea, that which 
is greater, the very engend2ing and na⸗ 
ture of men is in vapne. 

WMherekoze, it all vainencſſe bee all 
fogethcr crcluded from all the wozkes 
of God, and his function, it is neceſſary 
that thecontinuance of the bodye in hys 
nature be coeternall with the immoꝛta⸗ 
lifte-of the ſoule, | 
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life cutten in ſunder by death, and co2- 
ruption,acontinewing,ſith wee are not 
ignoꝛaunt, chat there is not one only ſig⸗ 
nification of the wozde,no; one only ma- 
ner of continewing , and no maruayls 
ſeeing the nature of thinges continuing, 
is not all one. Foꝛ encry thing accoꝛding 
to the nature therof hath ber pzoper con⸗ 
tinuance. You ſhall not finde in thoſe 
tbings which are wholly incozruptible, 
andimmoztall,alike,and vnifozme cons 
tinuaunce, becauſe the ſubſtaunces of 
the things aboue,are not like the thungs 
beneath, 

Neither is it conuenient fo requirs 
in mena continyuaunce euer like vnts 
it ſclf,tndiftinc without any variety, as 
in thoſe thinges is, which from the bes 
ginning were createdimmoztall,and do 
onely by the appopntment of the crea- 
to2 continue euerlaſtingly, but that me 
bane their continnaunce accozding to 
the ſoule from their creation without a- 
ny alteration o2 chaunge. But accoꝛding 
to the nature ofthe body, men haue im⸗ 
moztalitie by a chaunge. Foz the cauſe 
of the reſurrection doth require if,+ t@- 
king ther vpon, wer loke fo2 the difſolu- 
on of the body , as it , which 9 
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this nedy,and coꝛruptible lite, and after 
ward we hope fo2 an incoꝛruptible con⸗ 
tinuance without alteration , neither 
making our end like to the end of bzinte 
beaſtes, neither to the continuaunce of 
thoſe thinges, which be immoꝛtall, leſt 
fo the lacke of knowledge in this mats 
fer we make the nature and life of men 
equall , and like to thoſe thinges , which 
we ought not. 

Wee muſt not therfo2s be froublcd, Jf 
there be any incquality eſpied in p per- 
duration of men, neither oughte wee to 
diſpapꝛe of the reſurrection, when the 
ſeparating of the ſoule from her bodylpe 
members, and the diſſolning of the bo⸗ 
dyly members from it do diſpart the cds 
tinuall tenoure of the life, 

Fo: although the bzinging a ficepe of 
the ſenſcs,+ oł other naturall ſtrengths, 
which naturally doth ariſe in mans reſt, 
t fo2 a ſeaſon do ſlumber, andin a mas 
ner are again reuiued, doſceme to cut a 
ſunder the ſenſble life , yet wee do not 
retuſe to count it a life, ſoꝛ which cauie, 
I thinke „ſome men dooe call ſle&pe 
the bzother of death, not becauſe they 
would therby declare the ſtocke of them 
eee came oł one aunceters, x 
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rarentes , but becauſe like thinges hap- 
pen to them, which be a leepe,and to the 
which be dead in reſpecte of the reſt and 
quietneſſe of the ſenſes , when they vn⸗ 
derſtande nothing of thinges pꝛeſent, oz 
which are then done, nay they percepue 
not them ſelues either to be. oz to liue. 
If therfoze wee do not refuſe , to call 
the life of man, being full of ſuche ine⸗ 
qualitie euen from mans birth vnto his 
death, interrupted by all thoſe meanes 
which we hane befoze rehearſed, a life; 
then ought we not to diſpayze of the life, 
which is oꝛde yned to ſuct ede our diſſolu⸗ 
tio, which bzingeth together with it þ re⸗ 
ſurrecid, although fo2 a ſeaſon it be cutte 
a ſunder, by the departure of the ſonle 
from the body, 

Foz the nature of men poſſeding from 
the beginning, and that accoꝛding to the 
decree of the creatonr , an inequalitie 
attributed vnto it , hath an vncquall 
lyfe , and acontinrance,diſiine ſcmes 
time by ſi&pe,ſometime by death, e by 
diverſe alterations of ages, ſo that the 
firft do not playnlye appeare, when the 
laſt do ſedenlye come vpen them. 

Foz who woulde belceue, vnleſſe he 
were taught by experience of thinges, 
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that ſo great fozce lyeth hid in the moiſt 
and ſofte ſerde, 02 that ſuch diuerſitpe of 
bigneCe,and greatnefſe, whiche ariſeth 
and is framed therof,is hidde therin, na⸗ 
mely of bones, ſine wes, griſtles, and al⸗ 
ſo of muſcles,fleſhe , and bowelles, and 
other partes ofthe bodic? 

Foz in the ſ&de,being pet moiſt, a man 

can percepue no ſuche thing, noꝛ in chil⸗ 
dꝛen be thoſe thinges percepued, which | 
in young men do encreaſe , noz thoſe | 
thinges do appeare in youth, whiche the 
eſtate of man poſſeſſeth : noz agapne in 
the ſtate of man, which age hath, 

But although amongſt thoſe thinges, 
which are ſayde befoze,ſome do nothing 
at all, and ſome but obſcurelye declare 
the naturall chaunges, and alterations 
comming on men, pet notwithſtanding 
they, which are not blinded with naughs 
tineſle, and luggiſhnefſe,do know, what 
we mut iudge of theſe things. Foz firſt 
ok all it is requyzed , that the ſ&eve ber 
fowen,afterwarde when,it is ſeparated 
into partes, ioyntes , e the young ones 
being nowe faſhioned do come to light, 
recepue in their firft age height, af- 
ter their height the abſolute perfection of 
the whole bod pe, alter a while commeth 
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on the naturall decreaſing of ſfrength, 
which pꝛolongeth it ſelfe cuen vnto old 
age, then at the laſt, when the bodies are 
wozne awaye.diſolution commeth on. 

Like as thcrefoze in this buſineſſe, nei⸗ 


ther the ſ&de by any likeneſſe, oz ſimili⸗ 


tude, doth declare, either the life, oꝛ foꝛme 
of man, no2 the life doth fozeſhewe the 
diſſolution, wherwith the iopning toge⸗ 
ther of partes ſhalbe reſolued into the 
firſt element, pet the oꝛder, and guyding 
of naturall enentes doth get credit to 
thoſe thinges , which in their owne ap- 
parence,and ſhew , do ſeeme to deſerue 
no credite: enen ſo reaſon by ſearching 
the naturall conſequence , finding the 
tructh, doth eſtabliſhe the reſurrection , 
(which is much moꝛe cerfayne, then ex⸗ 
perience,to pꝛoue thoſe ſapinges, wher⸗ 
with a litle befoze we endcuoured to get 
tredite to the re ſurredion) and * 
foꝛe becauſe we are all of one 
kind2ed,as pꝛoccding fro one 4 
beginning. Foz our beginning p20c £2 
deth from the pꝛocreation of our firſt pas 
rentes, whome God created, 

But ſome men ene from the beginning, 
whence they come are eftabliſhey to bes 
lecue, other ſome following nature, and 
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the life ol man, as their guide, do get be⸗ 
leife,of the wiſedome of God toward vs. 
Foz the canſe,acco2dingto the which, 
and foz the ch m# were bozne,agree- 
ing with the nature of men,doth obteing 
ber fozce,by the wozkemariſhip of man 
creatcd, 

But the canſe of iuſtice, acco2ding to 
the which God will iudge men, whether 
they line well, oz ill, doth take his fozce 
from the ende of men. Foz therefoze are 
men bozne, But it dependeth rather vpa 
tde pꝛouidence of God, 

Steing that therefoze thoſe thinges 
be declared, and pꝛwued by vs, as fare as 
we coulde, which were ofthe firſt o2der, 
let vs declare nowe alſo thofe thinges 
that follow. But J ſpeake ofthe reward 
ano puniſhment, which accoꝛding to iuſt 

iudge ment, ſhalbe beſtowed vppon cuc- 
Iv co2ding to his deſertes, and of 
ich halbe cozreſpondent to 
man. But let that bee done in 
oꝛder, that ſuch thinges go befozes « 
as be naturally of the firſt place, and firſt 
let vs entreate ofthe cauſe of the iudge⸗ 
ment, which wozds we therefoze ſpeake, 
becauſe we haue a care of the cheife ſtay 
and oz der of this diſputation in ponds; 3 
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and becauſe it behoneth them, which 
admit God,as the creatour of the whole 
wozlde,to attribute the charge, t care of 
all thinges to his wiſedome, and iuſtice, 
if ſo be p they will ſticke vnto the foun⸗ 
dation appointed, 4 the pꝛinciples ones 
allowed, 

Furthermoꝛe, ſ&mg they be of this 
opinion, it is reaſon, that they thinke no⸗ 
thing either of thinges terreſtriall, oz 
tceleſtiall to be deſtitute of the care and 
pꝛouidence of God, but that the care of 
the creatour doth extende it ſelfe vnto 
all thtnges indifferentlye , as well vnto 
thoſe which be open, as thoſe, which be 
hid, and bnto thoſe , which be great, as 
thoſe which beſmal. Foz al things, whi⸗ 
che be, haue neebe of the pꝛouidence of 
their creatour , but euerpe thing pecu- 
tiarly accozding to his nature, foz that 
purpoſe,foz which it was created, 
Fe do not thinke it expedient,with 

much labour particularly to declare, and 
diſtinguiſh with diuiſtõs, what is agree - 
able to the nature of euer thing. Man

But 
I call that whiche is compounde of both 
partes,a man conſiſting ofa ſoule,and a 
bodp, and ſuch aman to be accuſed of all 
thinges,whtch he doth , ſo that he rece p⸗ 
ueth either a rewarde, oz puniſhmet foz 
them. 
If therefozc the ſenfence of iuſt iudge⸗ 
ment be pꝛonoumced againſt that, which 
conſi ſteth of both parts, accoꝛding to his 
doinges it cannot be, that the ſoule alone 
ſhould recepue either re warde, oz puni⸗ 
ſhement ko thoſe thinges, which it com 
mitted with the body. 
Foz the ſoule by it ſelfe is not touched 
with thoſe offences, which are commit⸗ 
ted by the pleaſures of h body, oꝛ meate, 
02 apparelt:neither muſt 8 body recepue 
re warde, oꝛ puniſh ment, becauſe it per- 
cepueth not the daunger of lawes, iud⸗ 
gement, but man which co ſteth of both 
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fo; all his doinges. | 
But you can perce pue by no meane, 
that this doth happen in this life, fo2 that 
is not lawfully obſerued in this pꝛeſent 
life, ſeeing that we ſe man, wich are 
wicked, and abounde in all iniquitie, to 
perſiſt vopd of any miſfoztune euen vn⸗ 

till death, a we ſee them , which are well 
knowen foz there vertue, to ſpende their 
life in ſuffering greefes, vexations, ſclaũ⸗ 
ders, repꝛoches, and al kind of affliction, 
Neither can you pertepue it after death, 
fo: that which conſiſteth of both partes 
doth not remayne,ſ&ing the ſoule is ſe⸗ 
parated from the body, and the bodpe if 
ſelfe diolued into thoſe thinges, of whi- 
che it was fir ſt made, and nothing now 
remapneth, whiche reſcrueth the olde 
fozme.o2 nature, oꝛ yet the memoꝛpe of 
thoſe thinges, which are done, 
Whercfoze,that which followeth is 
evident , namelye that (as the Apoſtle 
ſapth) this co2ruptible being diſſolued, 
muſt put on incozruption,that thoſe bo- | 
dies which be dead, being made aliue by 
the reſurredion, and thoſe thinges being 
topned together agayne, which were caff 
a ſunder, oꝛ altogether conſumed, eucry 
man may iuſtire receyue thoſe thinges, 
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whiche he hath committed by reaſon 1 
thc body, whether they be god oz ill. 
Againſt them therefoze, which do ads 1 
mit the pꝛouidence of God, andreceyne | | 
the ſame pzinciples,and groundes, whi- j 
che we do, and afterwarde ( A know not I 
howe) do ſhꝛinke, and reuolt from thoſe 0 
opinions, which they receyued,t thought 
well of, you map vſe ſuch woꝛdes, and 
other much moze plentifull ; if you will 
dilate at large thoſe thinges, which haue 
been ſpoken baiefely , + in fewe wozdes, 
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But againſt ſuch , as make a doubt con- 
cerning the pzinciples them (clues , it 
ſhalbe god to appoint another p2inctple, 
and ground befoze theſe, Þ in the meane 1 f 
time wee mape imagine thinges, that 5 
mape be doubted of , and muſt be ſear⸗ 
thed out by queſtions, which they doubte 
ol, namelp whether the life, and maners 
of men be neglected , and darkened with 
the groſſe ſhado we ofthe earth, which 
bideth,and wzappeth in ignoꝛaunce, and 
ſilence both the men themſelues, ano 
alſo their dedes, 

Oz which is much moze certen, whe- 
ther wee mult thinke,the creatour to be 
ruler of the thinges created , and to bee 
-= obſeruer,andiadge of all thinges,

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dohiche are done, oz committed, as well 
deeves,as thoughtes. 

Fo2 if there ſhall at no time be iudge⸗ 
ment ofthe actes of men, then men ſha! 
haue no pꝛeheminence abone bzmte 
beaftes,and they ſhalbe in wozſe caſe, 
then bꝛuite beaſts;which do bzing their 
affections vnder bondage, and do greatly 
regarde, and honour godlineſſe, iuſtice, 


vther vertues. Cõtrarpwiſe, the beaſtly 


and ſauage lite ſhalbe counted beſt, and 
bertge on the other ſide a fliſh thing, 


the thꝛeatens of iudgment wozthy to be 


laughed at, and ts followe pleaſurc the 


bappycſthing of all, e that ſhalbeconn- 


ted the com mon decrer, and chicfe la we 
at all mon, which is pleaſant to naughty⸗ 


patkes, and riotous perſons, let vs cate 
und dzinke,fo2 to mozow wee hall dye. 


Foz the ende ok ſuche a like, is not 


plealure as ſome men thinke, but a _ 
vopdneſle of pertepuing. 


Iftherfozethecreatonr bath ſome care 
ol his creatures, and the iudgement of 
god, oz cuill actes ſhall at any time ap⸗ 


pꝛoch it ſhalbe either while they do wel, 


nz ill in this pꝛeſent life, oꝛ after dtath, 
as long as theꝝ conſiſt in diſſolution, and 
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finde that iuſt iudgem ent is obſerued. 
Fo2 god men in this pꝛeſente life do 
not recepue the rewardes of vertue, noꝛ 
euill men puniſhment foꝛ their wicked⸗ 
neſſe, that 4 mape in the meane time 
let paſſe, that as long as the nature, 
wherein wee nowe are doth continue in 
ſafetye,the nature of man cannot abpde 
ſuffictent puniſhment fo2 his manifold, 
t greeuous offences, Foz when a theke, 
02 pꝛinte, 02 tyꝛant doth heap innume⸗ 
rable murders of men one vpõ another. N 
it cannot be, that he can make ſatiſfadiõ | 
fo2 his ſinnes bp one death. Mhẽ alſo a 
man doth thinke nothing truely: of God, 
and hath lined in al voluptuouſneſſe, and 
blaſphemie, hath deſpiſcdall the diuine 
tommaundementes, hath bzoken the 
lawes , hath tömitted whoꝛedome both 
with women, and childzen, hath iniu⸗ 
rioully onerth2awne Cities: bath burnt 
houſes with the inhabitants; hath ſpoy⸗ 
led pꝛouinces.path deſtroyed by ſlaugh⸗ 
ter great people, and countrycs,+ Whole 
nations: bow can he in this coꝛruptible 
body ſuffer condigne puniſhment foz his 
delertes, ſœing death doth pꝛeuent his 
deſerued toꝛzmentes, andithis moztall

noꝛ after death,foz death is a deſtroping 
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one offence, 
Therfoze in this pꝛeſent life, the iudg⸗ 
ment ot euerp ma accozding to his woz- 
tbineſſe, and deſert, can not be declared, 


of the whole life altogether, if the ſoule 
periſh,and be putrified together with the 
body. 
Oꝛ els truelp the ſoule remayncth ＋ 
cannot be diſſolued, noꝛ bꝛoke in ſunder, 
noꝛ cozrupted,but the body is diſſolued, 
keping no longer the remembꝛaunce of 
things done, oz the ſenſe of ſuch things, 
as happen vnto it. 
Pao it the whole life of man be vtter⸗

But it is an heynous offence to ſuſpect 
anp iudgement to pꝛoceede from God, oz 
of God, in which tultice is not pꝛe ſent:
